stantial highways of gravel or crush. 
ed in all weather and 
for mayy years, To build such roads 
of more money 
than the ratepayers of a district can 
afford to provide in a single year. The 
great difficulty in the way of their 
construction heretofore has been that 
cort could not be spread over a number 
ol years proportioned to the life of 
the road and thus brought within the 
tax-paying power of the farmers, This 
difficulty the provincial government 
proposes to remove iby creating rural 
municipalities empowered to borrow 
uroney dor road-building. With such 
power the authorities of a municipal 
ity cun lay out & systematic and com. 
prehensive scheme tof constructing 
permabent roads throughout it dur 
iug severd) years, and spread the coat 
over the length of time the work will 
last, The work will thus become of 
the nature’ of street improvement in a 
city, where the cost of paving, which 
eould not be paid by the propeity 
owners in a single year is paid in 
twenty or thirty annual payments. 

In the long run permanent roads 
are cheaper than the common kind, 
though costing more to begin wiih? 
A “dirt” road, ibe it never so carefully 
made, is good in dry weather only, 
ani to be kept good at all musi’ be 
feequently repaired at 
expense. Financially as well as. lit- 
erally the “dirt” road is frequently a 
aink-hole. A. properly constructed per- 
manent road of good gravel 
broken stone on the other hand 
though more castly in the first inst:

IMMIGRATION FIGURES. 
Figures given out by the immigra- 
tion branch of Jhe department of the 
interior show that the total immigra. 
tion to Canada for the first 
months of the present fiscal year 
almost exactly the same as that of 
the corresponding period in last fiscal 
year, the exact number for April and 
May of 1908 being 53,337. and for 
April and May of 1909 being 53,257. 
While ‘there is thus a, difference of 
ony 70 immigrants in the two month 
periods compared there is a consider. 
able difference in the parts making 
up the whole. For 
there is a failing off in oceon port im- 
migration from 37,814 in April and 
May of 1908 to 29,551 in the came 
months of the present year, a decrease 
of 22 per cent., due largely no doubt 
to thewmore stringent application of 
the money qualification. For the 
same periods the American immigra- 
tion was 15,623 in 1908 and 23,716 in 
1909, a gratifying increase of 53 per 
cent, in this valuable class of settiers 
who largely settle upon the vacant 
lands of the three prairie provinces,

Comparing, the months separately 
with the same months in 1908 it is 
found that April shows a deerease of 
18 per t., American immigration 
showing an increase o?

erican immigration increasing from 
6,439 16 11,107, or 72 per cent., and the 
ocean port immigration from 17,145 to 
17,923, or 4.12 per cent.

A. W.\ Harvey, surveyor 
om Victoria, and two assistants had 
a close call irom Benson’s rifle while 
engaged surveying below Here lest 
week. The Indian was arrested and 
taken to Hazelton, where his trial 
took place béfore Magistrate Allison, 
For the defence it was held tha! the 
accused had fired shots as a signal 
to his squaw acrogs the river in hew 
canoe and, that h® was unaware a 
white man was on the opposite shore. 
Several bullets whistled close to the 
proximity of the surveyor’s party. 
The prosecution swhmitted a number 
of threatening lettersywritten by In- 
dians,but the magistrate decided there 
Was insufficient evidence to commit 
for trial. 

The recent incident has tended to 
arouse no little feeling among tlie 
whites. Many Indians _ regard the 
whites as interlopere and anxiously 
await the decision of Ottawa in regaid 
to their demands.

BISHOP CRITICIZES DOR. ELIOT. 


Says His New Religion is Ludicrous 
—Cathotic Church Alone Has a 
Future. 


Trenton, N.J., July 26.—When ask- 
ed for his views on the alleged sum- 
mar yon ap address before the Bar- 
vard Summer School of Theology by 
Dr. Charlies W. Eliot, former preéii- 
dent Of Harvard, who announced 
the advent of a new religion, Bishop 
James A. McFaul, head of the Ro- 
man Catholic diocese of Trenton, 
criticized the doctor's statements. 
The bishop recently created a atir 
when he denounced the alleged neg- 
lect of moral training in American 
colleges. : 

In part he said vanigtgs 

“It appears that Mr. Rliot has now 
assured the role of a prophet. 1 am 
sorry of r this because always T have 
esteemed Dr. Eliot highly and I have 
observed modern: prophets are not 
very successful in their prognostica- 
tions. In my comments upon report- 
ed assertions of the doctor, my point 
of view gust be that of a Christian 
and a Catholic. Dr. Eliot, | am in- 
formed, is a Unitarian, and, there- 
fore, denies the trinity ands the divin- 
ity of Jesus Christ. Consequéntly, 
he is not a Ghriatian. It is easy, 
therefore, to draw the cofclusion that 
our ideas upon religion must be very 
different.

“I attribute this to cultivation,” 
eaid Mr. Bellamy. ‘‘We in Alberta 
have jreason at times to fear a touch 
of- early frost, but as tie land be- 
comes more and more cultivated the 
danger will be reduced to the vanish 
ing point.”’ 

Mr, Bellamy return to Edmonton 
imbued with the necessity of fighting 
an eternal war against weeds. While 
in Manitoba he saw farms which 
had to be abandoned by the spread 
of Ahe Canada thistle, and he re- 
turns. and. sees. this. same weed 
spreading not only on Alberta farms,

“We should be as much afraid of 
weeds as of gun powder,” was the 
warning sounded by Mr. Bellamy. 
“The Canada thistle is rank on the 
city streets and it would! be a good 
move for the city council to appeint 
a city weed inspector or at lear 
take some-immediate steps to - pre- 
vent. the scourge, which is imminent 
in the city.”
